A COMPROMISE MAY BE POSSIBLE 


The Responsibility Will Be with the Pres- 
jdent-If He Is Willing to Make Con- 
cessions Something May Be Done. 


Washington, January 16.—(Special.)—The 
currency question will reach a climax to- 
morrow. 

The banking and currency committee will 
play its final and strongest card tomorrow 
morning. The democrats of that committee 
being unable to agree or to prepare a bill 
which the house will accept, thts morning, 
upon motion of Mr. Hall, of Missouri, voted 
to ask the president for a conference. 

’ Through Mr. Carlisle, the conference has 
beet: arranged, though jt is supposed to be 
a great secret. According to arrangemests, 
the democrats of the banking and currency 
committee will stroll up to the 
white house tomorrow morning. Mr. Car- 
lisle will do the same, and at 10 o'clock all 
will arrange to find themselves in the presi- 
dent's private office at the white house. 
There they will talk about currency legisla-

tion. 

Mr. Cleveland will be asked plainly what 
concessions he will make to the silver men. 
All he will give will be taken. Indeed, he will 
be pushed just as fast as possible by such 
men as Halil of Missouri, Black of Georgia, 
and Dave Culberson of Texas. The commit- 
tes will then attempt to agree with Cleve- 
land and Carlisle upon a currency bill com- 
plete. They will agree, if such a thing is 
possible. It all depends upon Mr. Cleveland. 

if he will make concessions to the silver 
men, a bill can be framed which will pass 
the house. If sufficiently liberal to silver, 
it cun likewise possibly go through the 
senate. 

Tomorrow Will develope the story. Thre 
may be a compromise measure agreed upon 
and put in shape by this white house con- 
ference.

HILL’S AMENDMENT REJ ECTED. 


The Senators Turn It Down by a Big 
Majority. 

Washington, January 16.—The debate on 
Ser ator Hill’s amendment to the urgent de- 
ficiency bill, in refererce to testing the 
copstitutionality of the income tax, occu- 
pied most of today’s session, and ended 
in the rejection of the amendment by an 
everwhelming majority. 

Mr. Vest's. reminiscences of the évents 
ef last session while the tariff. act was 
hanging in- suspense between the ~ two 
houses, were of considerable interest. and 
importance; and his declaration that the 
president ought to call congress in extraor- 
dinary session immediately after it ad 
scurned without proper financial legislation 


attracted attention. 

Mr. Vest said that he was largely re- 
sponsible for the form in which the income 
tax provision now stood. He did not claim 
that it was perfect, or anything: like per- 
fect, but he asserted that its imperfections 
Were caused by the fact that, in the ab- 
sence of rules in the senate to close debate, 
the finance committee was compelled to’ put 
the tariff bill through, under whip and 
spur. The entire country, he said, was 
clamoring for tariff legislation. He was 
tired of hearing the ceaselervs charges 
against the tariff law and its defects—com- 
ng from those who knew the reason why 
those defects existed. Those who had 
charge of the measure had endeavored to 
Make the income tax as unobje-tionable as 
poosible. There hai been grave def ‘cts left 
in it, and he had hoped that these defects 
‘Would be reformed in the conference com- 
Miltee.

A Costly Item. 


Mr. Vest pointed to the alcohol item in 
the tariff law as one costly effect of the 
senate rule, which compelled the acceptance 
of improper amendments. He said that the 
Senator who cffered the amendment to 
make alcohol used for perfumery free of 
tax (Mr. Hoar, republican, of Massachu- 
sctts) had suggested that if it were judged 
to be unwise it might be struck out of the 
rill in conference. And yet the enforcement 
of that provision would cost, according to 
the report of the secretary of the treasury, 
$1,000,000 a year and would affect very se- 
rioisty, besides, the collection of the tax 
on distilled spirits. The amendment had 
been drawn up, he said, by an apothecary 
or drug man in Massachusetts. It was 
crude and unsatisfactory, and had been 
struck out in conference; but the confer: 
erce committee had not been permitted to 
report, 

Finally a vote was reached on the ques. 
tin of order: “Shall the decision of the 
chair stand as the decision of the senate?’ 
and the decision of the chair was sustain- 
edi by a vote of 40 yeas to 6 hays. 

The neewuative votes were cast by Davis, 
Dubois, Hill, Mitchell (Oregon), Pettigrew 
ard Quay. 

As soon as this vote was taken Mr. Quay 
avsin offered his amendment by adding at 
the end of the bill the provision that noth- 
ing in the law should preclude any court 
heving jurisdiction from hearing proceed- 
ings to test the constitutionality or validi- 
tv of the act. 

Mr. Gray raised a point of order against 
it and the chair, Mr. Gallinger, republican, 
sustained it.

The paragraph for salaries and expenses 
of ten additional revenue agents was amend- 
ed, at the suggestion of Mr. AlHson, repub- 
lican, of Iowa, so as to reduce the number 
to three and by stfiking out the words 
“end to carry into effect the act imposing 
a tax on incomes.” 

Mr. Hill offered An amendment providing 
that none of the appropriation should be 
used for the purpose of compelling a tax- 
payer to make any return or to answer any 
question except @s to the sources and 
amount of his gains; profit and income.

In the House. 


Washington, January 16.—The usual dreari- 
ness of debate in the house upon general 
appropriation bills, the Indian bill being 
under consideration, was relieved today by 
an unexpected digression into the cause 
of the defeat of the Carlisle currency and 
banking bill. 

it was precipitated by Mr. Walker, repub- 
lican, of Massachusetts, who made the 
statement that the republicans were ready 
and willing so support a proper measure 
for the relief of the country. To this Mr. 
Warner, democrat, of New York, responded 
that the republicans were seeking an ex- 
cuse for their action in defeating the rule 
for the consideration of the Carlisle bill in 
connection with those democrats who had 
voted with them, and he said the state- 
ments of thie gentleman from Massachu- 
setts were a mere pretense. Mr. Money, 
democrat, of Mississippi, speaking for the 
free silver democrats, denied responsibility 
tor the failure of the rule and charged it 
upon the committee on rules, who had re- 
fused to permit an understanding to be 
had that a vote on the bill and the free 
silver substitute shuuld be taken. 

Mr. Catchings, democrat, of Mississippi, 
defended with some feeling the action of 
the committee on rules, saying it had been 
dictated wholly by the instructions of the 
democratic caucus, 

Mr. Reed, republican, of Maine, said that 
the situation, in a nutshell, was that the 
Carlisle bill fell of its own weight, because 
everybody recognized that it never could 
have received the votes of a majority of 
the house. The duty that devolved upon 
the democrats was to give the government 
sufficient revenues to meet expenditures; 
that would restore the credit of the gov- 
ernment and relieve the general financial 
situation. 

Mr, Simpson, populist, of Kansas, raised 
a laugh by stating that in view of thé re- 
luctance of the old parties to assume re- 
sponsibility for the defeat of the Car- 
lisle bill, he Would be proud to take it for 
the populists. He would also propose a 
plan for relief, as both the old parties were 
backward in that respect: Use silver to 
pay the government obligations; coin the 
silver setgniorage in the treasury and is- 
Sue tréasury notes. Messrs. Bland, dembd- 
crat, of Missouri, and McRae, democrat, of 
Arkansas, atso contributed to the digres- 
sion, Which then closed. . 

Before the Indian bill was taken up a 
number of unimportant Measures reported 
from the committee on military affairs were 
passed and the bill to establish a national 
park on the Gettysburg battlefield was 
made the order of business for tomorrow in 
the morning hour,

Senator Hill’s Advice to Mr. Cleveland 
in 1893 Was Sound. 


HE FORETOLD THE MISTAKES 


The New Yorker Declared for Sil- 
ver Eighteen Months Ago. 


KEEP FREE COINAGE TO THE FRONT 


Educate the People and Prepare for Vic- 
tory in 1896—Opposed to the 
State Bank Tax. 


New York, January 16—The New York 
Recorder and other papers will publish to- 
morrow a letter from Senator David B. 
Hill, of New York, written eighteen months 
ago to Mr. Clark Howell, of The At- 
lanta Constitution, to whom Senator Hill 
authorized its publication some time ago. 
The letter was written just prior to the as- 
sembling of the extra session of the pres- 
ent congress in the summer of 1893, and, 
bearing directly upon the next national 
campaign and the developments of the past 
two years, becomes a document of national 
interest. It is as follows: 

“Personal, 

“Albany, N. Y., July 13, 1893.—My Dear 
Mr. Howell: Absence from home and pro- 
fessional engagements have prevented an 
earlier reply to your recent letter asking 
confidentially my views on certain ques- 
tions. 

“l. As to the approaching session of 
congress. I was one of those who be- 
lieved that the extra session of congress 
Should have been called in April last, and 
I so advised the president in the first and 
only interview I had with him. He seemed 
bent on having one in September, which I 
thought was a mistake. I believed then 
that whatever poligy in regard to the cur- 
rency and tariff was desired to be adopted 
could be better done in the spring, before 
the patronage had been distributed and be- 
fore party differences should augment. The 
president thought differently, but he has 
finally yielded to outside pressure and has 
called the session for August. I fear that 
it is a mistake. I fear that we shall be in 
session until’ December. I do not like the 
prospect of having a democratic congress 
in session during the fal} elections. I an- 
ticipate many differences and much bitter- 
_ ness will be developed; all of which will 
tend to distract the party and give us a 
Setback in the fall. I hope I am mistaken 
in all this, but fear I may not be. So long 
as congress must meet, I hope it will only 
be in session thirty days and adjourn. This 
would be my programme if it could be car- 
ried out. The extreme silver mem can pre- 
vent it; the republicans can prevent it, and 
general cussedness can prevent it. All the 
Chances are that we shall be in session 
until December. I would not take up any. 
ether legislation than financial, if I could 
have my way. 

Declares for BimetaHism. 

“2. As to the repeal of the Sherman law. 
I faver the unconditional repeal of the law. 
I have always been opposed to it. It 
should, be abandoned by general consent. 
My views were partially expressed in my 
recent Tammany letter, which you have 
undoubtedly seen. Personally I should pre- 
fer not to repeal the law until an accepta- 
ble substitute was provided in order to ren- 
der more probable the adoption of such 
substitute, and not because I approve at 
all of the Sherman silver law. But from 
a party point of view the wisest course is 
unconditional repeal. The country expects 
it and the party will be found fairly well 
united in favor of Tt. Therefore it is) un- 
wise, while agreeing upon the general 
proposition, to waste our time in agreeing 
upon a substitute pending the repeal. Let 
the repeal be made at once, and let us dif- 
fer as to other financial matters after- 
wards. I am in favor of bimetallism as 
the issue of the future. We should seek to 
keep that issue to the front; we should not 
Strive for temporary success or compto- 
mise. We should be for free coinage under 
an international agreement if it be possible 
to procure one—and for which every exer- 
tion should be made—and if not possible, 
then for independent bimetallism. This is 
‘the great goal for which we should strive. 
It cannot be done at. once. Our 
friends must not be impatient, 
The people must be educated. The 
unexpected action of India and the 
general sentiment of the moneyed classes 
ccnspire against us at this time. I do not 
believe in the Biand bill-or any other meas- 
ure Which guarantces anything less than 
unrestricted coinage for gold and silver 
al:ke, as pledged in the democratic national] 
platform. Let us prepare, not for present 
victcry, but for victory upon that issue in 
189%. The repeal of the Sherman law wiill 
rot give the relief which is anticipated. It 
will aid business temporarily, but a year’s 
t.me wili be hard, and the demand for per. 
m“rent financial relief will be irresistible.

Opposes the State Bank Tax. 

‘3. As to the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks: That tax cannot be well 
defended. It is an undemocratic tax. Os- 
tensibly it is imposed for revenue, but it 
does not, in fact, bring in any revenue, and 
was never intended for that purpose. From 
a democratic standpoint, it is an imposition, 


like to go upon record in favor of such a 
tax, nor do I desire to refuse a repeal of it. 
I regard that tax question as an indepen- 
dent one, which has little bearing upon the 
main great question of free coinage of sil. 
ver, and they should be kept apart as much 
as possible. While that tax cannot be ap- 
proved from a democratic standpoint, 1 
fear the consequences of a repeal. As I 
understand it, it has been held that con- 
gress has no power directly to prohibit 
state banks from issuing their notes which 
circulate as money, although they cannot 
be made legal tender, and are not money in 
fact. I do not like such wildcat currency 
and never did. I do not think we ought 
to become the champions of it. While per- 
haps we shold take the ground that the 
states should be at liberty to issue such 
notes if they desired to do so, yet such is- 
sue should not be encouraged. We should 
not be switched off from the gold and sil 
ver upon any such side track. I fear the 
experiment of wildcat state bank currency 
will not be a success. It may be tempora- 
ry relief, but in the end will be disastrous. 
The bank notes of so many states will be so 
worthless that while in New York or 
Georgia they might be perfectly good al- 
ways, yet in-so many states they would be 
s- bad that the whole circulation would. be

*4. As to tariff reform: I do not. apprehend 
any serious difficulty in this matter. Thefe 
will be a general unanimity as the -bdills 
which passed the last democratic house 
and which were refused consideration in the 
senate.

SACRIFICED TO SUGAR. 


American Beef Has No Show Abroad 
While Discrimination Continues. 
Washington, January 16.—(Special.)—At 

last the ways and means committee of the 

house have reported a bill to repeal the 

differential duty of one-tenth of a cent a 

pound levied on sugars coming from coun. 

tries which pay an export tax. 

This duty was put in the tariff bill in 
the senate at the last session in the inter- 
est of the sugar trust, and it was leveled at 
Germany, from which country comes @ 
large portion of the sugar we use. 

Germany has retaliated by excluding our 
meats, on the grounds of sanitary precau- 
tion. Belgium and France joined Germany 
in this exclusion of American products. As 
a matter of fact, sanitary precautions had * 
little to do with it. The main cause Was 
retaliation. In imposing this duty, the | 
United States violated a solemn treaty with 
Germany. However, the secretary of state | 
and the secretary of the treasury are prob- 
ably more at fault for the violation of the 
treaty than is the senate. The senators, 
apparently, ‘knew nothing of the treaty 
when they made the bill, and it was the 
duty of the cabinet officers to inform them. 
But they did not, and now the meat pro- 
ducers of this country are suffering, while 
the sugar refiners are reveling in vast 
financial profits. 

Of course, the house will pass this bill 
to repeal the differential sugar duty. But 
what the senate will do with it, no one can 
predict with any degree of certainty. It 
depends in a large measure upon the hold 
the sugar trust has upon that body. If 
the trust is as powerful as it once was, 
it will not pass. Certainly the republicans 
will*not aid in any action. It is their con- 
certed purpose to make all democratic 
legislation as odious as. possible. Therefore, 
the chances would seem against this bill 
becoming a law. 

Nothing Is Certain. 

Indeed, the chances just now are very 
much in favor of no important legislation 
except appropriation bills being enacted 
during the closing days of this session. 
Demoralization reigns to such an extent, 
that everything seems hopeless. Bill 
Springer is the only democrat in either house 
who wears a smile and makes roseate pre- 
dictions. And yet Springer declares that 
he wants no appointment from the presi- 
dent. 

Gorman and Hill are fighting in the 
senate. The silver and anti-silver men are 
vicious against one; another in the ‘house, 
and even the cabinet officers are disagreed, 
and backcapping one another. However, it 
is just possible-that they may come together 
before the end, 

As it is now, a great number of states- 
men have lost interest in legislation, and 
are swimming out into the pool of society. 
They are at receptions, and teas, and din- 
ners each afternoon and evening, and must 
sleep off the effects next morning. And sq 
it goes. Even Bourke Cockran, the orator, 
has become impregnated with the social 
craze. He has gone so far as to join the 
Cabot Lodge element of social sports, Cock- 
ran is in the hunt club. He has a large 
roan horse, with docked tail, on which he 
chases after the hungry deer which the 
hunt club drags out several miles from his 
stall and then turns loose, to be chased 
back by a pack of overfed dogs. Those 
who can’t ride horses, ride in an electric 
car on the chase. But Cockran and Lodge 
have supreme contempt for this element. 
The car hunters are in at the stall first 
sometimes, but then they have not the 
emotions of the true chase straight down 
the big road and over an occasional two- 
foot improvised hurdle. 

To Let Laborers in Free. 

Upon motion of Senator Walsh, a resolu- 
tion authorizing foreign laborers to be 
brought into this country by exhibitors to 
the Atlanta exposition for the purpose of 
preparing for and making exhibits was 
passed by the senate today. The resolu- 
tion simply exempts this class of laborers | 
from the alien contract law.

The Resignation Officially Presented. 

The chamber of deputies was called to 
order by President M. Brisson at 3 o’clock. 
M. Brisson announced the message from 
the president. He then read the message 
of resignation. After the reading of the 
Message, the president read the notice, 
issued by M. Challemel Lacour, president 
of the senate, convoking to the national 
aseembly in the palace of Versailles tomor- 
row. The president also read the consti- 
tution applying to the situation and én- 
nounecd that he had received two demands 
for a division of the constitution, which 
he said could not be dealt with now, as 
he chairman was sitting now as a mere 
. body and not in legislative. ca- 
pacity. The chamber then adjourned .after 
the sitting, which lasted only ten minutes, 
As the members dispersed the socialists 
raised an uproar, shouting, “We're la 
revolution social,’"”’ whereupon the other 
parties retorted, each with its own war 
ery. 

The Letter of Resignation. 


The message of M. Casimir-Perier to the 
senate and the chamber of deputies re- 
signing the office of president of the re- 
public of Francc is as follows: 

‘“Messieurs les Senators et Deputies—lI 
have never concealed from myself the 
difficulties of the task which the national 
assembly imposed upon me. I had fore- 
seen them, but, although one does not re- 
fuse the post in a moment of danger, one 
only retains the position with dignity un- 
der the conviction that he is serving the 
country. The president of the republic, 
deprived of the means of acting, can only 
find confidence in reliance upon the nation. 
Without this his situation is powerless. I 
do not doubt the good sense and justice of 
France, but public opinion has been mis- 
led. Neither my twenty years’ devotion 
to democracy nor my deep attachment to 
the republic has sufficed to convince all 
‘republicans of the sincerity and ardor of 
my political faith, nor to disabuse my ad- 
versaries, who believe, or affect to be- 
lieve, that I will make myself an instru- 
ment of their passions and their hopes. 

“During the past six months a campaign 
hag been conducted of defamation and in- 
sults against the army, the magistrature 
(here a socialist shouted ‘And rightly’), 
parliament and irresponsible chief of state. 
This liberty of fomenting social hatred 
continues to be called liberty of thought. 
The respect and ambition I have for the

The confarence of senators and deputies 
in the Palais du J.uxembourg finally dissolv- 
ed shortly before 8 o’clock without taking a 
vote. In consequence of tke refusal of 
Waldeck-Rousseau to be a candidate, the 
union republicans and the union progressists 
have put forward as their choice M. Felix 
Faure. This leaves M. Brisson and Faure 
the principal candidates. Acccrding to the 
latest estimates M. Brisson will obtain 220 
votes on the first ballot of the national as- 
sembly tomorrow. 

Looking for His Successor. 

Active canvassing of presidential prefer- 
ences of the various senators and deputies 
has been in«progress today, many of the 
members of the senate and chamber of 
deputies having been visited at their res- 
idences. The candidates include, besides 
those already mentioned, Premier Dupey, 
M. Cavignae and M. Challemel-Lacour. 

The socialist. deputies have asked M. 
Guerin, minister of justice, to liberate 
Deputies Perault-Richard and Carnani, 
now serving senténces in prison, and also 
demanding that the expulsion of M. Rou- 
net from the chamber last Saturday for a 
period of fifteen days shall not deprive 
him of the right to sit in the national con- 
vention called to elect a successor to M.

To Elect a Successor. 

Paris, January 16.—The national conven- 
tion, comprising members of the senate and 
the chamber of deputies, has been sum- 
moned to meet in the palace of Versailles 
at 1 o’clock on the afternoon of Thursday, 
January i7th, for the purpose of electing a 
successor to President Casimir-Perier. 

Premier Dupuy and other members of 
the council of ministers left the palace of 
the Elysee this afternoon, after a confer- 
ence with M. Casimir-Perier, at which the 
ministers gave the president assurances 
of their perkonal sympathy and expressions 
of the universal regret which is felt at his 
resignation. Later the ministers held a 
conference for the purpose of discussing 
the situation created by the resignation of 
the presidznt and strongly condemned the 
step he hag taken. 

Crowds of persons are awaiting with fe- 
verish anxiety the -esult of the ministerial 
council which is now being held in the office 
of the ministry of the interior. The resig- 
nation of the president cannot be regarded 
as official until it is communicated.to the 
Ha eg nd r of deputies which meets at 3 
o’ clock.

BUTTE IN MOURNING. 


The Death List Will Namber at Least 
Seventy-Five. 


— | 
TWENTY TONS OF. POWDER EXPLODED | 


Nitro Glycerine Tore a Great Hole 
in the Earth. 


ALL THE CITIZENS ARE INCENSED 


People Were Killed a Block Away ‘rom 
the Scene of tne Explosion—There 
Will Be a Public Funeral. 


Butte, Mon., January 16.—When the smoke 
caused by the successive explosions of giant 
powder at the hardware warehouse last 
night had cleared away the sight which 
presented itself to the suvivors was sick- 
ening in the extreme. 

The ground for a block around the scene 
of the accident was strewn with the quiver- 
ing flesh of the dismembered men and 
horses, pinned down by fragments of fire 
engines and burning brands from the de- 
molished waré?ouse. 

The warehouse it literally blown to pieces 
and a hole seventy-five feet deep was ex- 
cavated in the ground by the force of the 
explosion. It is feared that some of the 
bodies were thrown into this chasm by the 
force of the explosion and that they have 
been cremated. 

Owing to the nature of the fire and its 
dangerous locality, the entire fire force was 
called out to prevent the spread of the 
flames to the adjoining buildings. Three 
policemen had been detailed to keep the 
crowd back and théy were also killed. 
Many of the spectators were instantly 
killed and several hurled back some dis- 
tance from the scene of the fire and ren- 
dered unconscious By the force of the shock. 
Numerous persons living in distant parts of 
the city have lost the power of hearing and 
speech from the force of the shock. 

The list of the dead will probably reach 
seventy-five and the damage done to prop- 
erty will be more than $1,000,000. In all three 
carloads of powder exploded. 

A small boy, name not known, about ten 
years of age, was found dead in the street 
a@ block of a half from the scene of the 
explosion. One woman was killed in a 
house a half block away by an anvil which 
was thrown through the roof. Human 
heads, legs and arms were scattered for 
several blocks from the scene of the great- | 
est of the three explosions. 7 

It is believed that a complete list 
dead cannot be secured for several days. 

The first. explosion was caused by eesti 
glycerine stored in the private warehouses 
of the Kenyon-Connell Commertig}) €om- 
pany, which was burned. The second came

Identifying the Dead. 

At 10 o’clock this forenoon the known 
number of dead was forty-seven. This list 
will be undoubterly be increased when the 
debris of the explosion is removed, as it 
is almost certain that bodies lie hidden in 
the ruins of the demolished warehouse. 
Of the dead thus far recovered twenty-six 
have been identified, either wholly or par- 
tially. In some cases the identification has 
been. by artices of clothing or jewelry, the 
bodies being defaced and blackened so as to 
render personal identification impossible. 
It is not impossible that in some cases 
mistakes pave been made but in the general 
there is little douby as to the identity of 
the bodies. Some of the bodies or portions of 
bodies will never be identified, because of 
the frightful mangling they have under- 
gone. Headless trunks without a vestige 
of clothing adhering to them, dismembered 
limbs, aad pieces of flesh are in some cases 
all that is left. The dead are now distribu- 
ted among the various undertaking estab- 
lishments, but some time today or tomor- 
row, all will be collected in one place so 
that identification may be facilitated. 

No arrangements have been made for ¢he 
funeral, but it will be a public affair, and 
union services will be held by the clergymen 
of all denominations. The families of the 
firemen and policemen who died in the per- 
formance of their duty, will be taken care 
of by the city. Public subscriptions will be 
started for the relief of others. 

Who Is Responsible? 


There is the greatest popular indignation 
over the storage of nitro-glycerine, giant 


powder and other explosives in the heart 
of the city which is responsible for last 
night’s horror An investigation will be in- 
stituted to distover who is responsible, and 
if it is found that any public officials are 
to blame for the violation of the city ordl- 
nances they will find this climate too warm 
for them. On the other hand if the mercan- 
tile firms who owned the explosives are 
found to have violated the law deliberately 
they will suffer financialy and otherwise. 
The people are thoroughly aroused over 
the catastrophe and will make some one an- 
swer for it. 

From all that can be learned, the total 
amoun¢ of explosives that went up in the 
three explosions were nearly thirty tons. 
There were twenty tons of giant powder 
alone that went up in one blast.

POISONED WHISKY. 


Two Negroes Drank It, and Were Se- 
ee _ Flously Affected. 
Monroe, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)—The 
poisoning of the two’ negroes who drank 
the blind tiger whisky, as détailed last 
week, continued for some days the talk 
of the town—it was a sensation of. na 
mean proportions. As stated, the physi- 
cians who rendered medical aid to the 
stricken darkies agreed that the cases 
were instances of strychnine poisoning, 
Dr. Poore expressed himself as certain 
from the first that it was strychnine or 
nux yomica. The symptoms are very near- 
ly the same, for strychnine is made from 
the bean and the nux vomica from the 
button or seeds of the same vegetable 
growth. Dr. Moss, following up the almost 
certain evidence furnished by. the symp- 
toms of his patient, subjected a portion of 
the whisky (which he afterward obtained 
from Joe Biggs, whom the poisoned ne- 
groes said furnished them the liquor) to 
the chemical test for strychnine poisoning. 
Jerry Morrow, who was the more seri- 
ously affected of the two men, was found 
in convulsions. He was in a state of ab- 
solute. rigidity. He knew everything and 
complained of pains in his limbs. He 
chewed his tongue; pupils of his eyes were 
dilated; could not bear to be moved—walk- 
ing on the floor about him would bring on 
spasmodic convulsions; emesis, or yomiting, 
could not be produced by ordinary medical] 
agencies. The doctor’s test produced out 
of Joe Biggs’s whisky the prettiest violet 
color to be imagined. The evidence is 
convincing;: any chemist. or physician 
would be obliged to swear that the whisky 


had been doctored with strychnine.

Hall on the Stand. 

“We will, if it pleases the gentlemen of 
the committee,” said Mr. Rosser, “now in. 
troduce Mr. William Hall, the 
man who owned and run the 
National hotel bar, the bar where Baker is 
Said to have done all of his meanness— 
meanness enough if the charges be true, to 
hang a man,” 

Just behind Mr. Rosser there had been sit- 
tung since the trial opened a tall, athletic 
fellow of pleasant countenance: a man 
With red hair and reddish mustache, a 
man with rather a pleasant look upon his 
face, a look too, of will and determination, 
It was Bill Hall, the man who ran the 
place where the hobos, crooks and the flim. 
flamers rendezvoused in Atlanta. With a 
quick motion he got out of the chair and 
moved to the witness stand where he made 
statements as astonishing as they were 
bold and as bold as they were sensational. 

Looney Openly Charged. 

Mr. Hall was sworn and stated that dur- 
ing the years of ’90 to "93, he was the owner 
and manager of the National hotel bar- 
room and that during that time he had 
Captain Amos Baker in his employment. 
Then Hall proceeded in response to ques- 
tions, to unfold a Story that was sensational 
to the extreme, a story showing that At- 
lunta’s detective department, at least one 
member of that department, connived at 
crookedness eneugh to brand him as any- 
thing but what a detective should be. In 
opening the story Hall admitted violations 
of the law which would have given him 
not only a loss of hig license to sell liquor 
in the city of Atlanta, but a heavy penalty 
if he had been prosecuted by the very men 
he declared on the stand gave him protec- 
tion, Hall gave from a paper he had in his 
pocket the date when Baker went to work

Rosser, 

“None in the world, or nothing to do with 
it in any way,” was the answer. 

Baker His Best Friend. 

Mr. Hall then stated during the inception 
of the examination that he and Captain Ba- 
ker had been life-long friends and the 
most intimate relationship had always ex- 
isted between the two. He told the inves- 
tigation committee how he and Baker had 
been raised almost together, and that in 
their chil@hood days a bond of friendship 
had been made which had never been brok- 
en. He gave a history of his business life 
and in it were written the’ chapters of his 
connection with the Markham house sa- 
loon and his removal from that point where 
he disposed of booze, to the National hotel, 
where he dished out grog to those who had 
the price to pay for it, always showing that 
he never gave up the grog to any one with- 
out the price, unless the applicant was a 
detective, and usually that detective was 
Looney, as he told the story. Boldly and 
almest defiantly Hall told of the infrac- 
tions of the law by himself, and in every 
instance he declared that Looney was cog- 
nizant of all that went on. There was a 
frankness in all that he said which aston- 
ished the crowd, It was on the cross-exam. 
ination+by Colonel Glenn that most of the 
revelations were made emphatic, though on 
the direct he gave up nearly everything the 
defense would want. 

“Now, Mr. Hall,’”’ was one of Colonel 
Glenn’s questicns, *“‘you mean to say that 
you run a blind tiger there and that Detec- 
tive Looney knew of it?” 

Looney Warned Him of Raids. 

“That’s about right,'’’ was the reply, with 
a sang froid air. 

“How do you know that he knew all 
about it, Mr. Hall?’ asked the colonel. 

“Because he gave me tips as to the prob- 
ability of being pulled,’’ was the answer. 

“He gave you tips, Mr. Hall, as to the 
probability of being pulled, you say?” asked 
the attorney. “What do you mean by 
that?’ 

“I mean that on more than one occasion 
he notified me that I had better be on the 
vatchout, that there were chances of a raid 
being made. He once sent out to my 
house to let me know that the place 
would be raided and I got the information.”’ 

“Was the raid made, Mr. Hall?’ asked 
the attorney. 

“Oh, yes.’’ ° 

“Well, what did they find, Mr. Hall?’ 
asked Colonel! Glenn. ® 

“Not a thing,’”’ was the answer, and as 
Mr. Hall made it there was a look of sur- 
prise on his face, a surprise that one car- 
rying the knowledge he attributed to Colo- 
nel Glenn should have asked such a ques- 
tion. 

“Why was it Mr. Hall? You candidly 
admit that you ran a blind tiger, and that 
a raid was made on your place, and yet 
the officers found nothing.” 

It was with an air something 
one wears when mystified that 
Hall gave his answer, and 
was: 

“Oh, well, when Looney sent me word 
that I was to be raided I had everything

“Oh, I asked Looney to pull him and 
he did it,’” was the nonchalant answer. 

“You asked Detective Looney to pull the 
negro and he did it, you say?’ asked Mr.

“That’s right,” was the answer. 

“What reason have you to believe, 
Mr. Hall, that Detective Looney knew 
you were running a blind tiger?” 

“Oh, we had conversations enough about 
what was going on to warrant me in mak- 
ing that assertion. He told me often to be 
careful. In many Ways he gave me pro- 
tection in that way.”’ 

“Did you ever pay him anything for that 
protection?” wag asked. 

The Protection Was Cheap. 

“No, I never paid him anything for it, 
and he never paid me anything for what 
he got from me, either.”’ 

That answer provoked another laugh, 
both long and loud, and again the marshal 
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had to come to the rescue of the chairman 
of the joint committee, Mr. Béll.

His testi- 
mony indicated that Pemberton bought 
the supply from the saloon for the tiger 
and he disbursed it to those who called 
for it with the price. Hall's testimony 
went into the details of the blind tiger, the 
craps and the poker, and an interesting 
story it was. He asserted almost positive- 
ly that he had every reason to believe that 
Looney Knew of all of the crookedness in 
that line, but did not implicate any other 
member of the detective department. 

“Mr. Hall,”” asked Colonel Glenn, “didn’t 
you know that you were violating the laws 
all this time?’ 

“Of course I did,”” was the smiling reply. 
‘“‘But I had a pretty big license to pay and 
I was looking ior the best of it.” 

“When did Baker come to work for you?’’ 
asked the attorney

“Mr. Hall do you know anything about the 
overcoat Hugh Wright left there?’ 

‘Yes, sir. One day when I came in and 
Baker was ready te go off dutw he showed 
me the coat and said that Hugh Wright 
had left it there and when he paid $1.50 for 
it to let him paveit.”’

‘Do you know, Mr. Hall,’’ asked the at- 
torney, ‘“‘anything about a machine, toy or 
device known as the tivoli?’’ 

Mr. Hall admitted that he did, and told 
how he came to see the machine first. He 
took it all to pieces, and saw that it was a 
machine at which the one who ran it could 
always win and never lose. He put it to- 
gether again, but in doing so left out a 
small piece, and that piece was the piece 
which made it play against the man who 
was cut and dried to win.

His testimony made a turnin the case, 
which almost put the detectlwes instead of 
Captain Baker on the Def ve. He told of 
taking an overcoat from a man for a 15. 
cent drink, and said that the overcoat was 
worth quite a number of dollars, and that 
the man from whom he took it had never 
called for it. 

In all of his statements, Hall declared 
that Baker had no Knowledge of the events 
so far as he, Hall, knew. 

Pofferd’s Tale of Woe. 


M. M. Pofford was put on the stand next 
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Atlanta several months, and that he came 
here from Thomas county. Soon after he 
came, he went out on a lark and lost $0. 

Then Pofford said that soon after he came 
to Atlanta he went out a turn, and during 
the time lost #0 in money. He wanted it 
back, and went to Looney and Cason and 
told the story of his loss, and asked them 
to recover it. They wanted. to know what 
he would give if they got the money, and 
he offered them $10, but they wanted $15, 
and he consented to pay that price. They 
did recover the money, and he gave them 
the $15. 

The Detectives’ Rings. 

Carrie Clark was placed on the stand. 

“Miss Carrie,”” asked Mr. Rosser, “you 
know Detectives Looney and Cason, of 
course?’ ‘ 

“Oh, yes, sir. 

“Did you ever give Looney and Cason 
a ring each?” 

The witness hesitated for a time and 
then said that she had made both of them 
a present of @ ring as @ Christmas gift. 

“They and Chief Wright have been in 
your house?” asked the attorney. 3 

“Oh, yes.” 3 

“Did they ever drink any beer there?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Miss Carrie, how many times have you 
been prosecuted for running a house?’”’ 
asked Colonel Glenn. 

At first the fitness could not tell, but 
finally arrived at the conclusion that it 
was three or four or five times. 

“And you have been charged in the 
courts with selling beer?” 

“Tea.” " 

“Did you ever hgve Harp arrested for 
anything?’ 

After some jollying by the attorney the 
witness told that the arrest was suggest- 
ed by the detectives, who informed her 
that he was under arrest and that she now 
had a chance to get out a warrant. When 
questioned further she admitted that she 
had assisted the detectives in recovering 
thousands of dollars worth of st@len goods. 

Frank Myers, deputy clerk. in 
the superior court, was intro- 
duced and asked adout the Green robbery 
at the National hotel. He stated that 
Looney had come to him and told him that 
Fred Cooper was in trouble. He said that 
a mn hd been rodbe@ at the National hotl, 
and that the case looked ugly for Fred, 
and that it could be settled by the payment 
of $100. The witness asked him the name of 
the man who had beem robbed, but did not 
get it. Then later the watch which the 
man lost was found to be in the possession 
of Colonel Howell, one of the committee, 
and the ticket agent at the union depot. 
It had been left there by Fred for two 
tickets. Some fime after that, Looney ask- 
ed the witness where Fred was, saying 
that he was wante®@. I told him Fred was 
then in Savannah. Looney went after him 
and brought him home. 

Mr. Myers asserted that Fred Cooper had 
cost him a good deal of money, and de- 
clared that he has always stood by Fred. 
He said that Fred Cooper was one of the 
most honorable men he ever saw when he 
was not drinking. Fred was trying to do 
rght now. 

Tom ‘Morrison, who runs a saloon in the 
old opera house building, was placed in 
the chair, and gave it out that he once 
worked for William Hall at the National 
hotel barroom. His testimony showed that 
while he was working for Hall that Looney 
was in the habit of dropping in and getting 
a drink, a cigar or anything he wanted for 
the mere asking. 

lL. Newman, when brought to the front, 
asserted that he had been approached by a 
man named Tibble, who wanted to mdlid 
him into a testifying machine. Then Trib- 
ble, so the witness said, came to him again 
and said that he was sorry that he had 
ever found] the evidence he had secured, 
as Wright and the other detectives who had 
hired him to do the work had refused to 
pay him. 

The Jeweller Testifies. 

J. M. Reeves, the Decatur street jeweler, 
wren introduced asserted that Carrie Clark 
had bought from him two rings and that 
subsequently Detective Cason had come 
with one of the rings and wanted it cut 
down to fit his finger or to trade it for an- 
other ring. 

William Harp, when placed on the stand, 
admitted that he was a card player or that 
he had been. He declared that Looney of- 
ten came to him ¢é.nd talked of the business 
and advised him to be careful. Ile said 
that on what he considered Looney’s friend- 
ship, or possibly protection, as it might 
have been put, he had lent him $6Q@ which 
had never been paid back. 

He showed an evident desire to place the 
burden of his troubles on the detectives 
and led all to believe that Looney had 
made the “let-me-have-sixty-dollars-for a 
sort of protection from raid. 


AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Strong Testimony Against the Detec- 
tives. 

The iAvestigation is drawing to a close. 
At the afternoon session yesterday the list 
of witnesses. for the defense was almost 
exhausted. Only a few witnesses that were 
absent remain yet to be examined and then 
the argument will be on. This feature of 
the investigation will be lurid, as a large 
amount of deadly ammunition has been 
stored up and the charges which have been 
brought forth in evidence against the trio 
of detectives will be fired thick and fast 
without regard to results. 

The session yesterday afternoon teemed 
with charges. These mainly were aimed 
at the detectives. but some went higher 
still and. the officials of the city court were 
charged with being parties to fraud and cor. 
ruption. Whether these charges are caus- 
ed by some irregularity of court work or 
whether they mean, as the defense will seek 
to show, that there has been an under. 
standing between the solicitor of the city 
court and the detectives in regard to the 
disposition of gambling cases brought there, 
will be one of tre most important questions 
to be investigated by the committee. 

In. his questioning Colcnel W. C. Glenn, 
for the prosecution, sought to show that 
there was contention between the officials 
of the city court and those of the superior 
court because of these gambling cases. 
He intimated that there was conflict be- 
ig the two courts in regard to this 

Several witnesses who had been arrested 
for gambling told sensational stories about 
the disposition of their cases which, if true, 
will precipitate scenes more stirring than 


those which the committee now sitting has 
seen. 

Captain Baker was called to the stand, 
and in a candid and earnest way told of 
his life and the connection he had with 
the various cases charged against him in 
the specifications by Captain Wright. This 
morning Captain Baker will finish his 
statement,.and, after the examination of 
several belated witnesses, the argument will 
open. 

The council chamber was jammed with 
an interested crowd again, probabiy a larg- 
er crowd’ than has yet been in attendance. 
The members of the examination commit- 
tee listened patiently to all the details of 
the testimony and each committeeman 
watched closely every point that was 
brought out. 


During the whole proceedings the law- 


yers for the defense wore confident smiles. 
Colonel Tinny Rucker was happy.

A Scintillant Witness. 

One of the shrewdest witnesses of the af.

The grievance of Saxe was that through 
malpractice by the officers of the city court 
and Detectives Looney and Cason he was 
fcreced to plead guilty before the accusa- 
tion was made out In legal form.

“I was arrested on September 24, '94,"" he 
said, “on a bench warrant by Sheriff 
Barnes.

Monaghan’s Massive Mind. 

The testimony of Mr. John B. Menaghan, 
who is the right hand man of Solicitog Char- 
ley Hill, eliced up the character of the de- 
tectives like a sharp knife. He gave an 
interesting story of how a list of gamblers 
which had been reqtested by the grand 
jury from the police department had been 
mutilated. The retentive mind of Mr. Mon- 
aghan spread out every date and detail of 
every transaction he touched upon before 
the coiimittee.

He told about the investigation by the 
grand juries of the detectives and the gam- 
ing cases.

Three names had been cut out after it was 
written; another name was erased.

Brigadier Cozens, of the Salvation Army, | 


Passes Through the City. 


HE WILL NETURN NEXT WEEK 


And Will Address the Publicon thse Rise 
and Progr-as of the Salvation Army. 
The Atianta Camp. 


Brigadier W. J. Cozens, one of the lead- 
ing officers of the Salvation Army in the 
United States, left Atlanta at 11 o’clock 
on his way to Florida. 

He will return to Atlanta in a few days 
and will then deliver his address on the 
rise and progress of the Salvation Army. 
The address wili be delivered on next 
Thursday evening, the 23d of January. 

Brigadier Cozens is a tall, dignified and 
handsome looking man. His features not 
only express a definite purpose, but a ge- 
nial disposition that is both attractive and 
prepossessing. 

Before leaving the city last night the 
brigadier was seen in regard to his mis- 
sion to the south. 

“IT am here,’ said he, “‘for the purpose 
of inspecting the camps. On my way to 
Atlanta I passed through several large cit- 
fes and found the army well represented. 
The growth of the movement, not only in 
the south, but throughout the civilized 
world, during the last f€w years has been 
astonishing, and the army is everywhere 
held in the highest esteem and respect. 
I am surprised to know that a feeling of 
indifference appears to exist in Atlanta, 
and I suppose it is due to the character 
of the old camp that was located here a 
few years ago. Ensign Miles is doing, all 
in his power to build up the army in At- 
lanta and to win for it that degree of re- 
spect that is paid to it in other parts of 
the country. I have been treated with ex- 
treme cordiality by the people of Atlanta, 
and I have great faith in the future of this 
enterprising and progressive city. I think 
if the people of Atlanta understood us they 
would throw off their reserve and treat 
us with that Christian spirit of fraternity 
that should exist between all who are la- 
boring in the great cause of salvation.”’ 

“What is the present strength of the Sal- 
vation Army?’ the question was asked. 

‘In all I should say the present strength 
of the army is fully 2,000,000. It is scat- 
tered over the entire globe and its great- 
est strength is, of course, in Great Brit- 
ain. In the empire of Great Britain alone 
nearly 3,000 officers are enlisted. Among 
the countries in which the army is repre- 
sented are Great Britain, Canada and 
Newfoundland, the United States of Amer- 
ica, South America, Australia, New Zea- 
land, India and Ceylon, South Africa and 
St. Helena, France, Switzerland, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Holland, Germany, 
Belgium, Finland, Jamaica and Italy. The 
Salvation Army has become a great fac- 
tor in the religious world and hundreds 
and thousands of people have been reached 
through its instrumentality that would 
never have been converted without it.’ 

“How old ig the Salvation Army?” 

“It is comparatively young,’’ said the 
brigadier. ‘Prior to the year 1865 General 
Booth was a regular itinerant preacher of 
the Methodisf church in England. He pre- 
ferred the work of an evangelist, however, 
as it better suited his taste and inclina- 
tion, and work of this kind was given him 
to do. He was required by the confer- 
ence, however, to return to his former 
work, and, refusing to do this, he was 
thrown upon his own resources. It was 
while he was walking on the streets of 
Whitechapel, himself penniless and hun- 
gry, that he conceived the idea of reach- 
ing the outcast multitudes of the great 
city of London. He began to preach on 
the street corners and was soon joined by 
his eldest son. In the course of time he 
succeeded in making a number of con- 
verts, and thus the movement started. In 
addition to the numerical strength of the 
Salvation Army, The War Cry has a cir- 
culation of nearly 1,000,000 copies and the 
influence of this little paper is being felt 
daily in all parts of the world. The aim 
of the Salvation Army is not only to con- 
vert people, but to lift them from their 
low state of degradation into usefulness 
and respectability.” 

Brigadier Cozens lives in Cincinnati, O. 
He has been connected with the army for 
several years, and is not only a faithful 
worker, but a public speaker of eloquence 
and ability. Everybody should hear him 
next Thursday evening when he returns 
to the city. One of the leading churches 
of the city will be secured and every op- 
portunity will be given the public to hear 
this distinguished representative of the 
army.

They ap- 
peared Tuesday before a joint session of 
the house and senate finance commitgees, 
and made a strong argument for an ample 
appropriation for the Alabama exhibit. 

The two committees accorded them a most 
careful and attentive hearing. The indivyid- 
uals of the committee spoke in high terms 
of commendation of the proposed appropria- 
tion, and, after the hearing was concluded, 
each member of the two committees as- 
sured the exposition officials that he would 
advocate the appropriation before the legis- 
lature. 

Speaking of the outlook, President Collier 
said last night that he regarded it as being 
extremely favorable. ' 

“The business men of Montgomery,” said 
he, “are strongly in favor of the exhibit by 
the state. They endorsed it heartily. The 
committeemen assured us, individually, that 
they would urge the appropriation, The 
sentiment there is very strong in favor of 
the appropriation, and my opinion is that 


' it will be made when the legislature meets. 


The legislature will convene next Tuesday, 

and soon after it comes together a bill will 

be introduced providing for the exhibit, and 

it will be disposed of in its proper order.”’ 
An Important Meeting. 

An important conference was held yester- 
day between President Collier, Chief of 
Construction Wilkirs, the electrical com- 
mittee, Mr. A. L. Kontz and Mr. Vail, of 
New York, a distinguished electrica! en- 
gireer. President Collier has given a great 
deal of attention to the subject of elec- 
tricity of late, and proposes to make it a 
great feature. 

The buildings and grounds ccmmitice met 
yesterday at ll o'clock, and gave some time 
to the discussion of important business. 
Chairman James R. Wylie gives the beauti- 
fying of the park a great deal of thought, 
and startled the executive committee the 
otker day by a statement of the magnitude 
of operations. 


The Consuls Interested. 
Encouraging letters from American con- 
stls alLroad are coming in to the exposition 
Officials at a rapid rate. Yesterday after- 
ncon five letters from consuls were receiv- 
ed by Mr. W. G. Gooper, of the publicity 


and promotion department of the e¢xposi- | 


tion. Two were from Germany and two 
fiom England. All reported that great in- 
terest was being manifested in Atlanta’s 
coming exposition, and many industrial and 
fancy exhibits may be expected from Ger- 
many, England and France. 

Hon. Claude Meeker, the American consul 
at Bradford, England, sends a most en- 
culraging letter. Mr. Meeker stated that 
Brectford was the home of a large army of 
capitalists and that many of them had 
large investinents in the south. The atten- 
ticn of many of them had been attracted to 
this section, and he thought it extremely 
probable that they would invest largely in 
this section. He said that they were al- 
ready co-operating to the end that Brad- 
ford should ke well represented here, He 
su;gested a number of gentlemen who 
might be interested in the matter and urged 
that literature concerning the exposition 
be sent them, 

The movement in Bradford to get up a 
gcod exhibit called forth the following 
strong editorial endorsement from The 
Bvacfcrd Daily Argus: 

“Next vear the new south of the United 
States is to give a practical illustration of 
the vivifying infivences which are gradu- 
ally pertreating the secession country by 
the holding of a great Cofion States and 
International exhibition at Atlanta, Ga. The 
matter is of importance to manufacturers 
in this district, and we believe that Brad- 
ford will make a great mistake if it treats 
the coming exhibition wth the same con- 
tempts as that of Chicago, where the sta- 
ple iocal industries were unrepresented. 
The result of that lack of representation 
was that numerous awards were distribut- 
ed amongsi the native manufacturers, and 
after the manner of the American business 
man these are being most industriously ad- 
vertised now, with the object of persuading 
the people that the native goods are the 
best; the fact that judgment had gone in 
their favor through the neglect of Brad- 
ford to enter the competition being kept 
carefully in the background. It is very 
important that this mistake in tactics 
should not be repeated in the coming exhi- 
bition, for two reasons. One is that the 
native American manufacturers are certain 
to exert themselves to the utmost to push 
their wares through its medium; the other 
is that the souhern ‘states present a favor- 
able field for the extension of Bradford 
trade, and one which, up to the present we 
believe there has never been any system- 
ati¢ attempt to work directly. It is pretty 
evident that, so far as the northern states 
are concerned they have almost reached 
the end of the period of phenomenally 
quick development which hag been such @ 
feature in American history. It is equally 
evident that the south is awaking from tne 
long lethargy into which it was plunged by 
the collapse of the rebellion, and the re- 
pressive measifres by which this was fol- 
lcwed. The stream of emigration is being 
sicwly but surely directed more and more 
to the south. Further, capital is flowing ip 
that direction, and old industries are being 
developed and new ones founded on aii 
bends. Everything points to the fect that 
the new south has a bright career of steady 
and prosperous develop.nent _ before it. 
Therefore it is very essential that Bradford 
should not omit the favorable opportunity 
of ._placing her wares before the increasing 
population, and establishing direct dealings 
with them. There ought to be no difficulty 
in achieying the task. There is not one of 
the innumerable varieties of textiles turned 
out in this district in which we need fear 
ecomparson with the best that either Amer- 
ica or any foreign nation can bring against 
us. In the staple articles of her industry 
Bradford's supremacy cannot be questioned. 
Many of the fabrics woven here are spe- 
cially suitable to the warm climate of the 
southern states, and the projudice of race 
does not enter into the question, for the av- 
erage southron still retains a good deal of 
the war spirit, aS recent communications 
in our columns have shown, and-is likely 
to look upon goods from the mother country 
with more favor than the products of the 
yankee. Taking all matters into consider- 
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ation the Bradford trade, we believe, will 
make a serious mistake if it allows the At- 
lanta exhibition to pass without seizing the 
opportunity to make an imposing display of 
the products of local firms. The chamber 
of commerce might well arrange, as they 
did in the Indian exhibition, for a combined 
Bradford exhibit of a character which 
would command attention. 


LEON COUNTY'S EXHIBIT. 


An Appropriation Made and an Or- 
ganized Effort Is On. 
Tallahassee, Fla., January 16.—(Special.)— 
A committee of citizens attended the meet- 
ing of the county commissioners yesterday 
for the purpose of consulting the board as 
to a Leon county exhibit at the Cotton 
States and Internativnal exposition. An in- 
formal discussion of the matter developed 
the fact that the commissioners were hear- 
tily in favor of making an exhibit and that 
they would cheerfully co-operate with all 
citizens im the work.

Port 
receipts today 25,261, against 32,704 this day 
last year. Total thus far this week 134,446, 
against 141,481 thus far last week. Exports 
from the ports today were 44.500. The 
semi-weekly interior receipts, according to 
New Orleans advices, were 50,000, against 
41,000 the same time last yea¥, and ship- 
ments 70,000, against 46,000 for the same 
time in 1894. The prospects are that re- 
ceipts at the ports this week will be ebout 
double what they were in the same week of 
2, the big crop year.

APPRAISRD THE LOSS] N 


The Board of Arbitration Awards the 
Messrs. Yenable $81,500, 


THEY ACCEPT THE ARBITERS’ DECISION 


The Building Will Soon Be Torn Down, 
as Work Is Going On—What the 
Venables Will Lose. 


EFighty-one thousand five hpndred dollars 
is the amount agreed upon by the board of 
arbitration as the actual damage to the 
Venable building, 

‘Tits appraisement by the arbiters is un- 
doubtedly final, as both the Messers. Vena- 
ble and the insurance men agreed that the 
decision of the committee should be accept- 
ed and both have accepted it. 

The board of arbitration alse decided upon 
the sound value of the bullding, placing this 
at $108,937.50.. The building was insured for 
$120,000, besides the $9,500 insurance on the 
rents, 
Messrs. Martin Amorous, W. L. Traynham 
and B. F. Longley. — 

Work on the building is now in progress 
and brick by brick it is being taken down. 
The walls have been pronounced thorough- 
ly unsubstantial, but there does not. appear 
any immediate danger of a collapse.- There 
is a certain amount of danger in the work, 
nevertheless, and it has to progress slowly 
and safely. It will be taken down all the 
Way, to at least the first floor. As to the 
rebuilding, nothing has been said by the 
Messrs. Venable. The gentlemen have said 
that they would stand by the decision of 
the board of arbitration, as they said that 
they would accept its decision. 

There has been much talk as to what 
would replace the old capitol, but in none of 
this has there been anything authoritative. 
It was stated that there was probability 
of a large hotel being built on the place,but 
of this none of those closely interested 
have anything to say. Messrs. Venable 
have not decided what they will do as to re- 
building and have intimated that.if they 
rebuild at all it will not be for some time 
yet. The Building cost them $125,000 as a 
purchase, and the total cost, with the re- 
pairs and additions, with the cost of tear- 
ing down, will leave the insurance money 
representing less than one-half of the 
amount expended by taem. Their loss will 
be about $100,000, 

The insurance was placed by Whitner & 
Cole, insurance agents, and is divided 
among the following named companies: 

Palatine, England, $10,000; Sun Fire, Lon- 
don, $10,000; Pennsylvania, $9,500; “London 
and Lancashire, Liverpool, $7,500; Scottish 
Union National, Edinburgh, $7,500; Commer- 
cial Union, Royal, of Liverpool; Northern, 
Philadelphia; Fire Association, Philadel. 
phia; London, Liverpool and Globe, Insur- 
ance Company of North America, Continen. 
tal, New York; Underwriters, New York; 
New York; Aetna and Ham- 
berg-Bremen, for $5,000 each; Westchester, 
New York, $4,000; Orient, Hartford, $3,500; 
Phoenix, Home, New York, Queen, ‘Lion, 
England, and Connecticut, Hartford, $2,500 
each, 

The two men selected by the owners and 
the insurance men were Messrs. Traynham 
and Lorgley. The third man called in was 
Mr. Martin F. Amorous. It was to be the 
duty of Mr. Amorous to arbitrate any dif- 
ferences that might arise between the two 
arbitrators, representing, as each did, a dif- 
ferent interest. 

None of the committee will talk about the 
manner of arriving at the appraisement, but 
it is pretty certain that the amount of 
$81,500 was named by Mr. Martin Amorous 
and was the compromise between the opin- 
ions of the two other gentlemen. However 
this may be, neither Mr. Amorous, nor Mr. 
Longlev nor Mr. Traynham will say. 

The appraisement was made after the en- 
tire building was overlooked, and does not 
apply specifically to that portion of the 
builcing condemned by the committee from 
the council.
